life in the trenches, of seeing the 
enemy scatter when a 
charge 
is 
made, and makes mention of the 
prisoners. 
He says that the prisoners cap­ 
tured by the Italians are* treated 
well; in fact, like their own offi­ 
cers, but he also says that he pities 
their own men that are captured by 
the Austrians, but not saying any­ 
thing definite in regard to the al­ 
leged treatment the Italians would 
receive at the hands of the enemy.

Structure Erected in 1878 and for 
Term of Y ears W a s a Pop­ 
ular Educational Insti­ 
tution of County. 


Green Lawn Seminary, the large, 
square old frame building which 
for many years has stood on a plot 
of ground on the farm of the late 
William A. flower, six miles east 
of Hughesville, is to be torii down 
by W. Lee Lower. 
The large ma­ 
ple trees on the lawn are being cut 
down and the plot of ground will 
be cultivated. 
With the tearing down 
of 
this 
old building there 
will 
disappear 
one of the landmarks intimately as­ 
sociated with the history of the 
Longwood 
and 
Hughesville com 
munities. 
Green Lawn seminary was built 
in 1878. 
It was financed by the 
late Capt. George Lower, a pioneer 
Pettis countian and father of the 
several Lower brothers residing in 
the neighborhood, where they were 
reared. 
Captain 
Lower 
financed 
the school for Gordon Turner, in 
earlier days a Cumberland Presby­ 
terian minister, who 
thought 
he 
saw opportunity for financial pro­ 
fit in conducting a young ladies’ 
school 
in ’ that community. 
The 
school existed as a seminary about 
six or seven years, the daughters 
of many of the families prominent 
in the business and social life of 
the 
Longwod 
and 
Hughesville 
neighborhoods 
being 
educated 
there. 
Many of the young ladies 
educated there now are 
the 
ma­ 
trons and grandmothers of children 
to whom Green Law-ii seminary is 
but a great, bare 
building 
with 
weather beaten walls and empty, 
staring windows. The mothers and 
grandmothers, however, can recall 
the days when, as belles 
of 
the 
community, 
they 
attended school 
in the building 
and 
cast 
merr> 
glances through the windows at the 
neighborhood beaux who chanced 
to pass that way. A number of ro­ 
mances which later culminated in 
marriage, were 
begun a t Green 
Lawn. 
Mrs. W. A. Lower, who before 
her marriage was Miss Mary Mc­ 
Clellan, sister of E. E. McClellan, a 
former Sedalian, was an instructor 
in music at Green Lawn, and board­ 
ed at the home of Captain Lower. 
It was during her employment as 
music instructor that Mr. William 
Low'er courted and won the young 
lady who had captured his heart.

This 
resulted, it is said, in percentages 
ranging from a very few on some 
roads to from 50 to 60 per cent on 
others. 
The managers estimated (hat be­ 
tween 30, . 
and lo,OOO men ar** 
employed on roads on which the 
strike is to begin Saturday night. 
The 
managers’ 
committee 
re­ 
mained here until today. 
If th* 
men ask another conference it will 
he granted. 
They said they would 
make every effort to operate their 
toads in spite of th** strike. 
Pref­ 
erence will be given to trains car­ 
rying food and fuel. 
When the managers in their coun­ 
ter proposition at tile final confer­ 
ence offered to abide by any de­ 
cree of tho Goethals commission, 
if the Adamson act were declared 
unconstitutional, W. G. Rec*, presi 
de nt of tile Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, spokesmen for the em­ 
ployes, declared: 
bhat would 
be 
only 
another 
form of arbitration, and our men 
are sick and tired of arbitration.” 
The brotherhood chiefs contend 
their demand for the basic eight- 
hour day for all classes of work, 
with pro rata time for overtime*, 
would give them only what they 
would gain under the Adamson law. 
They have abandoned their origi 
nal demand for time and a half foi 
overtime. 
Declaring that the rank and file! 
of the brotherhood membership had 
become impatient and would tol­ 
erate no further delay in enforcing 
their demands, Mr. Lee said the 
supreme court might adjourn with­ 
out handing down a decision on the 
Adamson act. 
In that event, he 
declared, there would be no deci­ 
sion until next winter, and the men 
would not wait. 
The managers’ refusal to comply 
with the ultimatum of the brother­ 
hood was based upon the conten­ 
tion 
that 
they must “await ami J 
abide by” the decision of the su­ 
preme court on tho Adamson act. 
They asserted the ir willingness to { 
submit the* whole 
controversy 
to 
the eight-hour commission if the 
,law 
is 
declared unconstitutional, 
and agreed to acce pt any decree of 
the commission. 
Pointing out to the four chiefs 
the grave international c risis which 
confronts the nation, they appealed 
to their patriotism to 
prevent 
a 
strike at such a juncture in national 
affairs. 
The 
brotherhood 
chiefs, 
in 
a 
formal statement, expressed indig­ 
nation at the attitude of the rail­ 
roads in declaring a strike would 
be unpatriotic. 
W. Ct. Lee was 
informed 
la t 
night of Hie announcement from 
Washington that President W ilso n 
would do everything in his power 
to 
avert 
a 
strike and probably 
w ould appeal directly to the patriot­ 
ism of the men themselves. 
He 
was asked what effect this would 
have. 
“Why do you ask me that?” he 
demanded. 
“We have heard noth­ 
ing from the president of the I 'n t f- 
cd States. 
When we do hear we 
will take up that question.”
